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Woman ‘humiliated’ by shopper on her first trip out for months 


Disabled and forced 
to apologise for it 


A DISABLED woman from 
Newmarket was reduced to 
tears and forced to apologise to 
a shopper who hassled her for 
causing a delay. 

Lisa Hawkins, 41, was in a card 
shop with her daughter on Friday 
when she was shoved and hu¬ 
miliated by a customer standing 
behind her in the queue. 

It was the first time Lisa had 
ventured into town without an¬ 
other adult to help since Novem¬ 
ber last year.

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Her conditions means her 
limbs frequently dislocate and 
she moves about with the help of 
crutches or a wheelchair. 

“It’s a small thing for most 
people but for me it’s quite a big 
deal. Even though I was with my 
two girls, it felt quite good to be 
the adult.” 

As much of Lisa’s shopping 


needs to be done in bulk to avoid 
excessive trips to the shops, she 
was spending £10.88 on cards 
that she knew were needed for 
upcoming family birthdays. 

Having already let two custom¬ 
ers in front of her, she took her 
cards to the till and dug in her 
purse to find the money. 

“My fingers started dislocat¬ 
ing and I was fumbling with cold 
hands for change. I was getting 
the money out and the woman 
behind me, who looked like she 


was in her 60s, started tapping 
me on the arm and saying, ‘it’s 
going to snow on Monday, I want 
to get my shopping done before 
then’. 

“I apologised and said I strug¬ 
gled with dislocated fingers. 

“She started saying, ‘I have 
problems too’ and she was 
chuckling away. She kept repeat¬ 
ing it while grinning.

“I just felt the tears start. 
She continued when she 
saw me crying. I felt so pres¬ 
sured and it was unnerving. 
It made me feel scared and 
inadequate. It made me 
wish I hadn’t come out.” 

As she was leaving, Lisa 
said the woman shoved her 
crutch, and she was lucky to 
avoid falling over. 

“I turned around and said, 
T just want you to know you 
have really hurt me’. The 
woman didn’t say anything 
and no-one in the shop said 
anything.” 

Lisa suffers from a heredi¬ 
tary disease called Ehlers- 
Danlos syndrome hypermo¬ 
bility type. 

The term ‘hypermobility’ 
is used to describe the situ¬ 
ation where a person’s joints 
move further than the usual 
range. 

Lisa’s illness also com¬ 
bines a range of other symp¬ 
toms that include loose, un¬ 
stable joints that can lead to 
dislocations, chronic joint 
pain and fatigue, easy bruis¬ 
ing, gastrointestinal dys¬ 
function, a heart murmur

She has had 18 spinal 
procedures and also has 
degenerative disk disease. 
Although the disease is he¬ 
reditary, Lisa was only diag¬ 


nosed 20 years ago following 
an accident, and she now 
hopes her two young girls, 
Rhiannon, 11, and Bethany, 
7, will not suffer in the way 
she has. 

When she is not writing at 
home - Lisa is in the process 
of finding a publisher for 
her sixth novel - she spends 
a good chunk of her day 
driving her two girls to and 
from school. 

Although she lives two 
streets away, Lisa sets off in 
the car an hour early just 
in case she encounters any 
physical problems. 

Her friend then collects 
her children from the car 
and walks them the last leg 
of the journey to school. 

She is lucky enough to 
have plenty of friends, but 
after the incident Lisa just 
wanted to be alone. 

“I had friends calling me 
saying ‘do you want me to 
come around’ and I just said 
‘no, I want to be alone’. 

“They know it takes a lot 
to upset me, but it really 
shook my confidence to the 
core. It really put things into 
perspective and not every¬ 
one is there to help and are 
patient.”

Auction will 
be jaw thing 


EVER sat in your living room 
and thought: “You know 
what will really liven this 
place up... a 19th-century 
elephant jaw”? 

If that’s the case, or if 
you’re simply interested 
in admiring or purchasing 
antiques, then you should 
make a note of the two-day 
auction taking place in New¬ 
market next week. 

The auction, due to take 
place at Tattersalls on Feb¬ 
ruary 23 and 24, is organ¬ 
ised by antiques and fine art 
auctioneers Rowley’s and 
will feature - among other 
interesting items - Chinese 
and Japanese objects, Afri¬ 
can tribal art and a painting 
possibly by John Constable. 

But first - back to that 
elephant jaw, which has 
been valued at around £500. 
Will Axon, senior valuer and 
auctioneer for Rowley’s, 
said: “The general market 
at the moment is geared 
towards the more unusual 
and quirky pieces rather 
than the decorative items. 
They are looking for a focal 
piece that will catch atten¬ 
tion - sort of like a conver-

sation starter. 

“The elephant jaw bone 
dates from the 19th cen¬ 
tury and would work with a 
modern interior with lots of 
clean lines where you just 
want something that stands 
out a bit without cluttering.” 

Another item anticipat¬ 
ed to pique the interest of 
buyers is a wooden pillow 
crafted by a remote African 
tribe. “When people started 
travelling more and visiting 
these remote areas, tribes 
cottoned onto it and started 
making things for the tourist 
market in the late 19th cen¬ 
tury.” 

He added: “Tribal art is 
making a resurgence. It orig¬ 
inally inspired artists such 
as Picasso and Brancusi and 
can look very effective when 
lit properly.” 

Up for auction will also 
be an array of Chinese and 
Japanese antiques, as well as 
a number of paintings an¬ 


ticipated to sell for serious 
chunks of money. 

A piece by big-name Brit¬ 
ish artist David Hockey, 
predicted to make between 
£4,000 and £6,000 will go 
under the hammer. But per¬ 
haps most exciting will be 
the presence of a painting 
possibly created by Roman¬ 
tic artist John Constable. 

“If anyone fancies taking 
a punt at a possible Con¬ 
stable, they can have a go. It 
hasn’t been authenticated, 
but the client - who’s found 
a number of Constables be¬ 
fore - believes it’s by him.” 

The auction will take place 
on Tuesday 23 and Wednes¬ 
day 24 of February, and be¬ 
gins at 10am. There will be 
viewings from 9am to 6pm 
on Monday 22 to Wednes¬ 
day 24. There will also be a 
viewing on Sunday between 
10am and Ipm.

Houses ‘threaten’ 


medieval

up in arms over a proposed 
three-house development 
that they argue would de¬ 
stroy a significant section 
of the medieval hythe and 
port that forms the settle¬ 
ment’s foundation. 

The planning applica¬ 
tion for land behind North 
View House in Chapel 
Lane, has received opposi¬ 
tion from parish council¬ 
lors, who voted last week 
to appeal to East Cambs 
District Council to allow 
time for a consultation 
with heritage groups to 
take place. 

More than 50 residents 
attended the Reach Par¬ 
ish Council meeting, mak¬ 
ing a series of depositions 
against the new build pro¬ 
posals. Many issues were 
raised, but the key fear was

the potential destruction 
of between a quarter to a 
third of the early medieval 
port. 

Resident Dr Charles Mo¬ 
seley said Reach owed its 
existence to the port. “It is 
an area of regional if not 
national significance and 
to allow this application 
would destroy the site for¬ 
ever,” he said. 

“At very considerable 
cost in materials and la¬ 
bour, the hythe was built, 
probably in the later mid¬ 
dle ages, to accommodate 
the increasing number of 
barges and lighters that 
were using the port. 

“The medieval (and lat¬ 
er) importance of the port 


and the annual fair - char¬ 
tered by King John - which 
grew up round this place 
and its busy commerce is 
not simply of English im¬ 
portance. Pottery originat¬ 
ing in Germany and Hol¬ 
land has been found in the 
area immediately round 
the hythe and the basins. 

“The port continued in 
use until the late 1930s, but 
declined sharply, as did the 
village which relied on it, 
after the arrival of cheap 
rail transport.” 

Shortly before Christ¬ 
mas, residents had under¬ 
taken discussions about 
whether to start a Friends 
of Reach Port group, before 
the application had been 
proposed. Members said 
they were surprised the 
area was not scheduled or 
listed in any way, and that 


they wanted to rectify the 
situation. 

“We cannot just let an 
area of this importance be 
lost without proper con¬ 
sideration of the issues,” 
said Bryan Pearson who 
lives in Reach. “We dearly 
hope that ECDC will listen 
to the Parish Council and 
grant us an adequate time 
span to consult with the 
relevant heritage groups, 
as well as the district and 
county councils. 

“It might be that the con¬ 
sensus is that the proposed 
buildings are OK. But 
equally once the issues are 
considered it could be that 
the historic importance is 
duly recognised. The im¬ 
portant thing at this stage 
is to have that dialogue, be¬ 
cause once the land is built 
on, you can’t go back.”

Man arrested on suspicion of garden tool theft 


A MAN from Newmarket has been 
arrested on suspicion of burglary as 
part of a multi-agency scheme to car¬ 
ry out vehicle and passenger checks. 

The 26-year-old was arrested fol¬ 
lowing an incident in Glemsford in 
January where a quantity of garden 
tools were stolen. He was taken into 
custody at Martlesham and has now 
been bailed to return to police on 


March 7. 

Operation Quartzite, a collabora¬ 
tion between officers from Suffolk 
and Norfolk Roads Policing and Fire¬ 
arms Unit, as well as officials from the 
Driver and Vehicle Standards Agency 
and HM Revenue & Customs, result¬ 
ed in three arrests and 67 vehicles be¬ 
ing checked. 

The checks took place at the 


Rougham Lorry Park in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds with the aim of disrupting 
criminal activity, to catch those com¬ 
mitting driving offences and to re¬ 
move unsafe vehicles from the road 
by utilising fuel testing, drugs checks 
and vehicle examinations. 

A 47-year-old man was arrested 
and later given a caution for posses¬ 
sion of cannabis.

“For the last month they 
have only put on two carriag¬ 
es.

“Wednesday was particu¬ 
larly bad. 

“When the train gets into 
Newmarket we are squashed 
and then it goes on to Dulling- 
ham and gets worse. 

“By the time we reach Dull- 
ingham it’s an accident wait¬ 
ing to happen.” 

Sarah Breen boards the 
train at Dullingham and said 
there have been times when

she has had to return home 
and drive to work in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

She said: “Even when there 
are three carriages it’s rare you 
can get a seat. When there are 
only two carriages it’s really 
terrible.” 

On Thursday, she said the 
train was cancelled. 

Debbie added: “Some¬ 
thing needs to be done. We 
are packed in the carriages 
like sardines. If the conduc¬ 
tor needed to get through in 
an emergency there is no way 
he’d be able to do it. 

“If the train had to brake 
suddenly or hit something, 
there would be people killed, 
let alone the number of seri¬ 
ous injuries.” 

She added people bring¬ 
ing bikes on the train means 
she often has a bike “hovering 
over” her shoulder, a concern 
which has previously been 
raised when a bike was “held 
aloft over a baby in its pram” 
in November. 

Debbie and Sarah have 
both contacted MP Matthew 


Hancock to raise their con¬ 
cerns. 

Mr Hancock said: “There 
is evidently extra pressure on 
space and a need for more 
frequent services during peak 
times. 

“Now is the time to make 
sure things improve. There 
are promising times for New¬ 
market in the year ahead with 
the potential for real benefits 
to residents, commuters and 
race-goers, and I am cam¬ 
paigning to get a good deal 
to deliver a service that com¬ 
muters deserve”. 

Debbie has called for a 
more regular service and extra 
carriages. 

She said: “There is a train 
at 7.14am, 7.52am and then 
there isn’t one until 9.15am. 
Most people need to be at 
work for 9am so the current 
service isn’t good enough.” 

A spokesperson for Abellio 
Greater Anglia said: “Over the 
past year we have increased 
most of our Cambridge to Ip¬ 
swich services from two car¬ 
riages to three. On this occa¬ 
sion, owing to a train fault, the 
service had two carriages. We 
would like to apologise for the 
crowding.”

Following the Yellow 
Brick Road to change

Set allowance for councils 


As reported in our sister 
publication the Cambridge News 
last week, work has started to 
clean up the Yellow Brick Road 
in Newmarket to turn it into a 
pleasant pathway, attractive to 
walkers, cyclists - and wildlife. 
Reporter NATALIE ROBINSON 
took a stroll along the 1.7-mile 
route with photographer Keith 
Heppell to assess the task that 
lies ahead... 

D UMPED rubbish, fly-tipped 
household items, graffiti and 
overgrown walkways have 
plagued Newmarket's Yellow Brick 
Road for years. 

But things are looking up and 
work has already begun to clean 
up this neglected 'corridor' which 
runs through the centre of the 
town. 

There is still a lot to be done: 

We found a number of bikes 
dumped in bushes and in the river, 
a shopping basket teetering on the 
edge of the Brook, and rubbish 
hiding in the shrubbery. 

But it's certainly clear that work 
has begun with hedges cut back 
and a lot of the rubbish removed. 

The plans for the project went 
before Newmarket Vision group 
who are in full support, and the 
project is being managed by town 
councillor Michael Jefferys. 

He said: "The Yellow Brick Road 
is the spine of Newmarket and this 
is an ambitious scheme. 

"During our early survey work 
we quickly realised there was 
plenty of potential to highlight 
the little glimpses of countryside 
still evident on the landscape - 
small wooded areas and pockets 
of wildflower meadow were 
discovered along the route that 
were havens for wildlife. 

"We want to raise the profile 
so people know it's not just 
somewhere to chuck things but 
will be somewhere to go for a 
walk. 

"In the future we will look for 
circular paths so that people can 
enjoy the path for itself." 

The route runs from Exeter Road 


DO you have integrity, 
impartiality and an interest 
in local government?

that have collapsed, redundant 
dog bin posts, a problem with 
dog mess, and no lighting in some 
areas. 

But it says that once the clean 
up progresses and members of the 
public can start looking after and 
caring for the park and footpath, 
there is a lot of potential for the 
route. 

The report adds: "The park has 
good potential for school visits. 

"Environmental education 
activities such as bug hunts, plant 
identification and den building 
could be established with some of 
the local primary schools." 

Eventually, local artwork and 


pieces may also be displayed in 
the area. 

"Open spaces can present many 
opportunities for creative works to 
be displayed," states the report. 

"The dragon sculpture at the 
entrance to the orchard is a good 
example and there is scope for 
further works in the future."

New book looks 
back at history 
of Newmarket 


A NEW book is being 
launched tomorrow which 
will look at Newmarket’s 
“unique historic position” as 
the home of horseracing. 

David Oldrey, Timothy Cox

A spokesperson said: “Un¬ 
til now, no book has provided 
a definitive history of New¬ 
market Heath, the key figures 
who contributed to its trans¬ 
formation from untamed 
heath land to the world’s fin¬ 
est racing ground, and the 
origins and development of 
the Jockey Club.”

All three worked together 
on the book and present a 
comprehensive history of 
Newmarket and horseracing. 

Mr Cox told the News: 
“With the backing of the 
Jockey Club, we wanted to 
produce a book about the 
history of racing to coincide 
with the opening of the Na¬ 
tional Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting 
Art. 

“There are many books 
about the Newmarket rac¬ 
ing people and the stables 
in the town. But not one has 
focused attention on where 
the action is. How did a 
small Anglian town become 
the headquarters of racing 
worldwide?” 

The authors believe visi¬ 
tors to Newmarket’s new 


museum, opening this year, 
would enjoy the book, as well 
as anyone who is interested 
in racing. 

Mr Cox believes the finest 
achievement in racing from 
Newmarket is the sprawling 
estate of racing establish¬ 
ments. 

He said: “The unique man¬ 
aged landscape of racecours¬ 
es and training grounds of 
over 2,500 acres for the daily 
use of up to 3,000 racehorses 
[is the finest achievement]. 

“[It is] a green lung pro¬ 
tected from urban encroach¬ 
ment. 

“It is a rich history that 
involves many interesting 
characters. And most of the 
best horses have raced at 
Newmarket. 

“Newmarket sets the 
standard and has done since 
the very beginning.” 

The book will be released 
tomorrow, with a hardback 
costing £35. It is available on 
Amazon and in local book¬ 
shops.

We could have spread that 
extra cost across every taxpayer 
but we believe it is simply fairer to 
say that if people don't want the 
new service then they don't have 
to pay." 

The new opt in service will only 
be for garden waste - not kitchen 
waste such as tea bags, coffee 
grounds, cardboard or shredded 
paper. Non-meat organic kitchen 
waste can be composted at home 
for use in the garden. 

Cllr Bowman added: "Many 
councils up and down the country 
already run a user-pays waste 
collection service and we are using 
their experience to design one."

Magistrates’ 
court to close 


BURY St Edmunds Magis¬ 
trates’ Court - where cases 
involving people from the 
Newmarket area are heard - 
is to close. 

The court, on Honey Hill, 
was confirmed as one of 19 
courts in the south east of 
the country which will be 
shut. 

However, Bury court will 
remain until “local alterna¬ 
tive provision is established” 
for family court, which will 
be moved to Triton House in 
the town’s County Court. 

All other cases will be sent 
to Ipswich or Norwich to be 
heard - despite concerns 
raised about transport links 
and access to justice. 

Cases from Newmarket 
and the surrounding areas 
are usually heard at Bury 
Magistrates’ Court, except 
for cases from the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire/Suffolk border. 

A consultation which 
asked whether the court 
should close was held last 
year and had 132 people take 
part.

One request was made to 
consider using Cambridge 
Magistrates’ as an alterna¬ 
tive court, as it is closer for 
some people who live in Suf¬ 
folk. 

One MP who was involved 
in the consultation but is not 
named in the Government 
document said: “As I’m sure 
you are aware, the proposed 
reduction to a single court 
will leave many of my con¬ 
stituents isolated, particu¬ 
larly those in the west of Suf¬ 
folk. 

“Given the size and rural 
nature of my constituency, 
and Suffolk generally, the 
financial burden and incon¬ 
venience placed on court us¬ 
ers will be significant. 

“Such users include de¬ 
fendants, victims and wit¬ 
nesses but also local author¬ 
ities, the Anglia Revenues 
Partnership and other public 
bodies who regularly need to 


access the court.” 

Cambridgeshire and Dis¬ 
trict Law Society also sub¬ 
mitted a response on behalf 
of 768 members to oppose 
the closure on the grounds 
of “increased costs and trav¬ 
el time of court users and le¬ 
gal service providers”. 

From 2014 to 2015, Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court 
was used to 59 per cent of 
its capacity - a difference of 
15 per cent to what was first 
quoted by the Government 
in its original document. 

It also claimed there was 
a regular train service be¬ 
tween Bury St Edmunds and 
Norwich, where users would 
actually have to travel via Ely 
or Stowmarket. 

However, one member 
of the public pointed out 
that train and bus journeys 
stated by the Government 
assumed people would be¬ 
gin the journey from Bury 
- wheras people would actu¬ 
ally start from their homes 
which could mean travel 
times are even longer.

‘Fundraising helps 
keep Karen with us’ 


Since losing her daughter 
Karen to leukaemia in 
1998, Sylvia Morris has 
worked tirelessly to 
transform the lives of 
others suffering from the 
same disease. Here, she 
tells Lydia Fallon about her 
mission to keep Karen’s 
memory alive. 

S YLVIA Morris's Stapleford home is filled 
with family photos. From school portraits of 
her three grandchildren to happy holiday 
snaps, the smiles of Sylvia's family shine down 
from every wall. 

But there's one in particular which stands 
out. It's the front cover of Telegraph Magazine 
from Easter Sunday 1998 and shows the striking 
image of a beautiful young woman with big, 
Bambi-like eyes alongside the headline "The 
will to live". 

The young woman is Sylvia's eldest daughter 
Karen. Although you wouldn't know it to look 
at her, Karen had been fighting leukaemia for 
over six months at this point, a battle which she 
eventually lost on September 19, 1998, at the 
age of 23. 

Pictures and memories are now all Sylvia has 
left. "It's a beautiful picture," she smiles fondly. 
"It was actually taken by Jason Bell who is now 
the royal photographer! 

"She's lost all her hair at this point but she 
wasn't embarrassed to be photographed like 
that. I remember when it started to fall out 
she asked the nurse to shave it all off. She was 
incredibly brave." 

Bravery, determination and an iron-clad will 
to live defined Karen's year-long battle with 
this cruel disease. In the last months of her life, 
Karen campaigned endlessly to raise awareness 
of leukaemia and ensure more people signed 
up to the bone marrow register. 

After her death, Sylvia was determined to 
continue the invaluable work her Karen had 
started. She set up the Karen Morris Memorial 
Trust in memory of her daughter in 1999, and 
in the years since has raised more than £2 
million and transformed thousands of lives in 
the process. The Morrises are one very inspiring 
family. 

"Karen had always wanted to make a 
contribution to life, to leave this world a 
slightly better place because of her efforts, 
and we wanted to make sure her legacy lives I 
on," says Sylvia. "The charity brings some 
meaning to our loss and ensures she didn't go I 
in vain." 

Karen was in the middle of a four-year 
French and history degree at Warwick 
University when she was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. She was in Paris, teaching English 
to secondary school students, when she 
noticed some bruises on her legs, "but she 
thought she'd just banged her shins; that she 
was just a bit clumsy," Sylvia recalls. 

She returned home from Paris not long 
after and decided to go to the doctors after 
discovering a blotch on her face too. It was at 
this point, Sylvia says, "everything exploded. 

We were about to go on holiday to Spain when 
we got a phone call asking Karen to come in 
to the hospital, and for me to come with her. 
They'd sent off for a blood test for the mark on 
her face and had the results . . ." 

On September 11,1997, doctors diagnosed

Karen with chronic myeloid leukaemia. Karen 
was just 22. She was fit, healthy and had 
her whole life ahead of her - the news was 
incomprehensible. 

"It was an old man's disease and Karen was 
always so healthy; we were stunned," recalls 


Sylvia. "Karen immediately burst into tears, 
and then slowly started coping with it, while I 
was slower to absorb it; all I could think was 
'Why us?'. 

"But I had to stay strong for Karen's sake, 
and for my younger daughter Debby. I 
remember the week before she passed away 
the doctor saying to me 'There is no hope; 
how are you always so cheerful?' and I 
said 'How else can I be? I've got to 
be strong in front of them'." 

The day of her diagnosis Karen 
agreed to front a campaign for the 
Sue Harris Bone Marrow Trust, 
with the aim of encouraging 
more donors to sign up to the 
bone marrow register. 

"She was a very popular youth leader 
with a large circle of friends, and as a result of 
the campaign thousands joined the register and 
tens of thousands of pounds was raised," smiles 
Sylvia. 

Never one to rest on her laurels, Karen also

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started her own campaign for Leuka 2000, 
the fundraising branch of the Hammersmith 
Hospital where she was receiving treatment. 
"She was so incredibly brave. I have this picture 
in my mind from when I used to drop her off at 
the hospital. She'd get out the car, sling her bag 
over her shoulder and march in," says Sylvia. 

"She wanted to know everything, all the 
what-ifs. I could only cope with what was 
happening in the moment but she had 
a great inner strength. Even on the 
night before she passed away, she 
was asking the consultant for her next 
booster." 

Sylvia's life has changed irrevocably 
since Karen's passing. "When you lose 
^' a child nothing else bothers you any 

more; it puts everything into perspective," 
she says. 

Nothing can ease the pain either, she adds, 
but throwing herself headfirst into Karen's 
fundraising initiative did prove a great source of 
comfort and strength. "I found it therapeutic; 
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something to hang on 
to which wasn't just 
memories. It was a way 
of keeping her name alive 
and to keep her with us." 

The Karen Morris 
Memorial Trust (KMMT) 
became a registered 
charity in 1999, and 
nearly 1 7 years later 
continues to thrive. 

The main focus of 
the charity is Karen's 
Homes from Home, 
which aims to provide private, on¬ 
site accommodation for the families of 
people suffering from leukaemia, so they 
can support each other through the ups and 
downs of treatment. The charity has homes 
at four of the leading leukaemia hospitals 
in the UK (with a fifth hopefully on the 
way): Hammersmith, the Churchill 
in Oxford, the Queen Elizabeth 
in Birmingham and our own 
Addenbrooke's. 

"The emphasis is very 
much on 'home'," explains 
Sylvia. "They are all very 
welcoming, fully equipped 
with books and games. 

Families can cook their 
favourite meals; they can 
have a bath, everything is 
meant to be designed for 
comfort." 

Running the charity can, Sylvia 
concedes, be a lot of hard work, 
but the feedback she receives from users 
makes it more than worthwhile. "From 'It gave 
us a chance to be human beings and a normal 
couple, not a patient and a carer' to 'I could be 


with my wife 24/7 for 
her last Christmas'; it's 
been really wonderful 
to hear how the homes 
have helped people." 

Her unwavering 
dedication hasn't 
gone unnoticed. 

Sylvia was recently 
one of 33 medallists 
honoured at the British 
Citizen Awards (BCAs), 
a national honour 
celebrating the country's 
unsung heroes. "The 
ceremony was amazing; I didn't think I'd be as 
affected as I was," she says. 

What would Karen have thought of it all? 

"I could hear her shrieks of 'WOW!'," she 
chuckles. "She was very much there with us." 
Sylvia talks about Karen often; wonders 
what her daughter would be up to 
if she was still alive, and how 
different her own life would be. 
"I've got three grandchildren, 
and when you ask the 
youngest (whose middle 
name is Karen) what her 
name is she will say 'Ayela 
Auntie Karen Jepps'. And 
they all ask 'Would Auntie 
Karen have liked me?' We 
talk about her all the time; 
it's important to keep her 
memory alive," says Sylvia. 

"I remember at her funeral the 
rabbi said her book is still open and 
at the time I felt really cross, really upset 
about that because it wasn't, but, actually, it 
really is. She's always with us - just not in the 
way we would like."

ELDERLY and disabled people 
are not being cared for in a dig¬ 
nified manner because visits 
by homecare workers are being 
limited to 15 minutes, it has 
been claimed. 

A survey of 1,100 members 
of Unison found that three out 
of four did not believe they 
had enough time to give suffi¬ 
cient care to elderly and disa¬ 
bled people they visited. 

Three out of five said 15-min¬ 
ute visits meant they often had 
to rush the care they could pro¬ 
vide. 

Most of those polled said 
they did not have time to even 
talk to people they were visit¬ 
ing, these included stroke vic¬ 
tims, those with mental health

issues or Parkinson’s disease. 

Unison general secretary 
Dave Prentis said: “It is heart¬ 


breaking and distressing that 
many elderly and disabled 
people are not being cared 
for in a humane and dignified 
manner. 

“Homecare workers have 
shared their harrowing stories 
with a strong sense of sadness, 
guilt, anger, and ultimately 
disgust, at a broken homecare 
system. 

“Eye-watering cuts imposed 
by the government mean coun¬ 
cils are still booking the short¬ 
est possible visits to care for 
vulnerable, frail and isolated 
elderly people. 

“Homecare workers are often 
the only face some people see 
all day, and they are a lifeline. 

“Only they can call for help 
and ensure that the house¬ 
bound people they care for are 


fed, washed and well. 

“Although the government is 
going to allow local authorities 
to raise council tax to fund so¬ 
cial care, the crisis is so great 
that any extra cash will barely 
touch the sides. 

“With the challenge of an 
ageing population living long¬ 
er, care planning and adequate 
funding for social care should 
be a government priority and it 
clearly is not. 

“Ministers should stop pass¬ 
ing the social care buck to 
councils, and dig deep to find 
the cash from Treasury coffers 
to provide dignified care for 
the elderly. 

“Rushed 15-minute home¬ 
care visits should have no 
place in a modern, caring so¬ 
ciety.”

■ Are you pleased with how your 
second album, Adore Life , turned out, 
and the reception it's been getting so 
far? 

It's a really strange thing releasing 
an album because there's so much 
build up to it, and there's so much 
pressure. It's almost two years we've 
been working on this record now, and 
it changes: first you're starting to write 
and then you have to really finish the 
songs, then the recording process is 
quite intense, then you have to make 
decisions about videos, and artwork, 
and doing other things and then there's 
doing lots of press, which we're lucky 
to have, but also it's quite tiring as 
well, doing all of that, and then you're 
doing seven million social media posts 
or something to make sure everyone 
knows it's all happening and then the 
record comes out... 

■ How do you feel the sound on 
Adore Life has moved on since your first 
album? 

It's a combination I think of 
consciously evolving whilst at the same 
time consciously not changing too 
much. I think it's a very natural thing to 
do, to want to bring in more and more 
sounds and more and more things. 

We also wrote the record with our live 
shows in mind. We very rarely used 
anything that we don't carry with us on 
tour. It's really just guitar, bass, drums, 
vocal as before. 

■ The band seems like a really tight- 
knit group. How does that dynamic 
work? 

We're all very different but really 
we've become like family. Like any 
family you're obliged to spend so 
much time together that get to 
know each other so intimately... 

You know what families are like! 

[laughs]. But also you become 
such a gang and you become 
such a close-knit group, the 
whole group becomes like 
a crew, like a big gang. 

You just get to know each 
other so well. You spend 
so many hours sitting 
there bored that you 
end up talking about 
everything. We're very J 
protective of each 
other and we know 
that us four is what 
we really need.

14. 

Newmarket trainer Peter Chapple- 
Hyam welcomed the change. 

“I am delighted that (weight) 
penalties will no longer be applied 
in the Craven Stakes,” said Chapple- 
Hyam, who won the Craven Stakes in 
1995 with Painter’s Row and this year 
has a leading 2000 Guineas candidate 
in Racing Post Trophy winner Marcel. 

“I think it’s a very good move. The 


Craven is run over the same course and 
distance as the Guineas so this makes 
it the perfect Guineas trial. 

“Marcel is only cantering at the 
moment but I’m very happy with 
him in every way - he has done 
fantastically over the winter. 

“It is definitely the plan to aim 
him for a Guineas but if he has a trial 
beforehand is a different matter. 

“If we do decide to give him a prep 
race, the Craven will come under 
strong consideration.” 

■ Charlie McBride is keen to get a prep 
run into Quatrieme Ami before the 
Unibet 3 Year Old Sprint Championships 
at Lingfield on Good Friday. 

The Newmarket trainer said his 
young sprinter had a spell under the 
weather after two wins at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, including in a fast-track qualifier. 

All is well again now, but 
McBride would like to take him to the 
racecourse again, probably for another 
fast-track qualifier at Wolverhampton 
on March 4 ahead of the big day three 
weeks later. 

“He’s going to need a run probably 
before the final because he was laid off 
over Christmas and the new year with a 
bit of a cough and that,” said McBride. 

“He’s back in work now, doing two 
canters a day.

4. He might not be 100 per cent fit, but 
he might have to run.
